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LINDY AND CANADA 


Roundaboutly from London, through the 


Canadian press, comes the report that 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh is planning a 
speaking tour in Canada. The British don't 
like the idea. It is widely held over there that 
he has already said more than is wise, and 
that his latest radio speech was definitely 
"anti-British" if not "pro-Nazi." 


The idea of such a lecture tour comes as a 


surprise to the ordinary American, who is 
at once inclined to doubt that the rumor has 
much basis in fact. Such a venture seems 
even more out of Lindy's line than his two 
radio speeches. It is a little hard, too, to sec 
how any promoter could hope to get him 
many engagements in Canada or to have 
much favorable publicity. 


The average American docs not think 


Colonel Lindbergh's sympathies lie with Ger- 
many or against England and Canada. Most 
of us wish he'd analyze his speeches more 
carefully before he makes them and consult 
pei-son.s whose judgment of the effect of 
words and whose knowledge of international 
relations are deeper I nan his. However, the 
general American reaction against his rather 
sharp references to Canada was vigorous 
enough to show that opinion in the Unitec 
States is friendly toward our northern neigh- 
bor and wholly respectful of Canada's right: 
and independence. 


BRITISH ASTROLOGY PAUSES 


The publishers of the British Journal of 


Astrology have announced temporary sus- 
pension of that magazine "owing to the un- 
certainty of the immediate future." The stars 
may not be falling down on their job, but 
the other factors which enter into the situa- 
tion are more confused and complex than 
they have been for many years. 


It would be interesting to know whether 


more people, or fewer, turn to astrology for 
advice and comfort during such times as 
these. And what of Adolf Hitler? Has he 
had time to study the stars and cast his own 
and Germany's horoscopes since the first of 
September?

NOCTURNAL CONFUSION 


It's a wild night on the short waves now 


Anyone who can stand it, and has been over- 
looking this source of alien excitement, may 
be interested in an occasional excursion on 
the foreign wave band. 


It: is heartening or disheartening, accord- 


ing to your point of view, to hear the foreign- 
ers abusing and exposing each other. And it 
is flattering to have them appeal to Amer- 
icans as arbiters of their quarrels. So dial in, 
mates, if you have a steady hand and a 
reasonably calm soul, and have read the 
more accurate news printed in your daily 
paper. 


You will hear the Germans and the British 


eloquently "spilling the dirt" on each other. 
You will hear lies from many capitals that 
v.ould shame Ananias. You will have your 
faith in the Old World considerably weak- 
ened after you have felt around and got the 
low-down on European government gener- 
ally. But you will gel a pretty good course of 
training in sifting fact from propaganda, 
truth from falsehood. You will learn some- 
thing even from the rival stations that 
demonstrate the righteousness of their own 
cause by blanketing and curdling each other's 
news broadcasts. 


PROFITABLE INSANITY 


The "Topics of the Times" writer in the 


New York Times makes an interesting sug- 
gestion about Hollywood. The "broad streak 
of lunacy in the movie business," he says, 
may be due to the California climate. Or on 
the other hand. 1he climate may be due to 
the movies—he isn't quite sure. Anyway, 
it's a great combination. 


"Everybody laughs at Hollywood as well 


as with Hollywood, but that lunatic touch is 
part of the screen's charm and success story. 
It would be sad for everybody concerned if 
the film industry should move away from 
California and become perfectly sane and 
find that it had lost its magic spell over prac- 
tically the whole human race."

The law as it stands to- 
day contains a major subterfuge 
on this very point, for, while 
Americans are forbidden to go 
overseas, the preamble sets forth 
that America does not relinquish 
her rights under international law. 
Congress wrote other subterfuges 
in the law, and, now that private 
citizens who are faced with bank- 
ruptcy are trying to save their 
business by transferring to foreign 
registry, there are plenty of per- 
sons here who want to see legiti- 
mate operations, clearly permissi- 
ble under the law, stopped by 
some sort of quasi-legal or moral 
pressure. Even Secretary Hull has 
been persuaded to ignore the legal 
view of the complication and to 
accept the theory that it is moral- 
ly wrong for American ships to 
transfer registry. But it's really 
morally wrong in the view of some 
people to sail the seas at all, or to 
sell anything to anybody who may 
carry it to the war zone. It never

"The laboratory results in this 


field of research are. thus far, not

tablish certain limits of temperature 
outside of which—either above or 
below—embryonic and carcinoma 
cells cease their activity.

We do not know, as yet, wheth- 
er a tumor checked in its growth 
and malignancy by the 'freezing' 
process may some time later re- 
sume its activity."

P. Gale of the Marine 
Corps will be stationed in the vi- 
cinity of the Post Office on those 
days, and will furnish information 
regarding the marine Corps to ap- 
plicants. 


Literature setting forth enlist- 


ment requirements, conditions of 
service and complete information 
regarding the Marine Corps will be 
available. 


Applicants must be between 18 


and 30 years of age. If under 21 
they must have consent of parents 
or legal guardian. They must be 
free from dependency claims on 
the part of parents or other rela- 
tives, and clear of any police rec- 
ord. They must be able to pass the 
required physical examination. En- 
listment is for four years.

New England Gourmet* 
! Stage 'Chowder' Battle 


New Englanders have won a hard- 


fought battle over whether tomatoes 
properly deserve a place In clam 
chowder. 


The decision ol gourmets was that 


'tomatoes should be outlawed from 
the succulent dish, 


i Now, they have ruled that milk 
| has no place in fish chowder and 
that the correct liquid is Madeira 
| wine. They based this on a recipe 
found in an early cook book. 


Andrew S. Seller, Boston caterer, 


found the recipe in the "Cook's Own 
Book," published by Monroe & Fran- 
cw in 1832. 


"This receipt (not recipe) is ac- 


cording to the most approved meth- 
od practiced by fishing parties in 
Boston harbor," read a preface. It 
continued: 


"Chowder—Lay some slices cut 


from the fat part of the bellypiece of 
pork in a deep stewpan, mix sliced 
onions with a variety of sweet herbs 
and lay them on the pork. Bone 
and cut a fresh cod into thin slices, 
and place them on the pork; then 
put a layer of pork, on that a layer 
of biscuit; then alternately the other 
materials until the pan is nearly full, 
season with pepper and salt, put in 
about a pint and a half-of water, 
lay a paste over the \vhole, cover 
the stewpan very clrse, and let it 
stand, with fire above as well as 
below, for hours. 


"Then skim it well, and put it in 


• dish, pour a glass of Madeira 
made hot over it, also some Ja- 
maica pepper, stewed mushrooms, 
truffles and ojsters; brown the 
paste slightly and lay it over the 
whole." 


German Speed Camera 


Capable of taking 80,000 pictures 


a second, an all-electric slow-mo- 
tion camera has been developed in 
Germany. Motion pictures produced 
were shown before invited guests in 
Berlin, not long before the outbreak 
of the war. 
Among the pictures 


shown was the movement of warm 
Eir circulating in a heated room, 
the discharge of electric sparks over 
insulators and flying bullets hitting 
suspended steel wires. Known tech- 
nically as a stroboscope, the cam- 
era is designed primarily for tech- 
nical and scientific research.

mous threat to bomb the home o 
Edward J. O'Hare added a new 
element of mystery today to the 
slaying of the nationally known 
turfman. 


The threat to "blow up" the 


suburban Glencoe residence of the 
wealthy horse and dog track op- 
erator was telephoned to a negro 
maid whom the caller advised to 
leave immediately. 


O'Hare, 45 and president of 


Sportsman's Park race track, was 
slam in gangster fashion late yes- 
terday afternoon after a wild auto- 
mobile chase along Ogden avenue 


The victim raced his expensive 


automobile northeast toward the 
Loop apparently knowing he was 
marked for death His car smashed 
into a pole when he turned into 
a side street. The assassins then 
slowed almost to a stop and fired 
two shotgun charges 


An unfired .32 calibre pistol lay 


on the seat of O'Hare's car A cru- 
cific, a rosary and a religious med- 
allion in a box marked "happy 
birthday" were found in his pock- 
ets 


Investigators reported they also 


found a memorandum which indi- 
cated O'Hare recently had been m 
touch with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. This led to a theory 
that the underworld may have sus- 
pected him of having given infor- 
mation to the FBI.

York State College of Agriculture, 
will be present to demonstrate the 
proper method of making plow ad- 
justments so that the greatest 
possible plowing efficiency can be 
obtained. These adjustments will 
be explained at 
9-30 a. m and 
again at 1:30 p. m. 


Farm equipment dealers m the 


county are supplying tractors and 
plows for the demonstration It is 
expected that about eight differ- 
ent tractors and plows will be on 
hand to take part, some of them 
being new models to be supplied 
farmers during the coming season. 


In sponsoring this demonstra- 


tion the vegetable 
committee 


wishes to stress the value of a 
good job of plowing in the control 
of the European corn borer which 
caused 
such serious 
injury to 


sweet corn during the past season. 
Except for recently developed 
spraying methods which are quite 
expensive, the best known method 
of control of the corn borer is to 
plow under or otherwise destroy 
all corn refuse. This operation 
should preferably be done in the

Little Commercial Value 
Practical commercial utility of 


the "lightweight" helium discovered 
in the air by University of Califor- 
nia icientiits remain* extremely 
doubtful, the scientiitt have report- 
ed. 
. Dr. Luli W. Alvarex, aiilitant 
professor of phyiici, who, with Hob- 
ert Cornog, graduate student from 
Denver, detected submicroscopic 
quantities of the lightweight helium 
in ordinary air, reported the dii- 
covery Is considered important to 
: the science of physics, but its poi- 
sible u*e in commercial form, such 
as in lighter than air craft, is very 
much in doubt. 


Reason why the commercial util- 


ity of lightweight helium is extreme- 
ly doubtful is that no method has 
yet been devised to extract any type 
of helium from the -air in usable 
commercial quantities. 


The scientists made their discov- 


ery with the aid of the university's 
325-ton atom smashing cyclotron. 


The United States has a monop- 


oly on heavy helium which has a 
lifting power 82.3 per cent that of 
hydrogen, the lightest known gas.

Unit Will Be Smaller With 


Heavier Arm* Than 


In World War. 


OTTAWA.—Details of Canada's 


proposed expeditionary force show 
it will be a smaller but more mobile 
and more heavily armored force 
than the last one. 


It had already been announced 


that Canada's active service force 
would consist of two divisions with 
ancillary troops such as medical 
and survey regiments. (A Canadian 
division numbers about 16,000 men.) 


The announcement Indicates the 


earlier idea of one "mobile division" 
has been dropped and that instead 
there will be two infantry divisions. 
They will conform, however, to re- 
cent reforms instituted by the Brit- 
ish war office in the number and 
composition of such units. 


Battalion Strength Reduced. 


Battalion strength, for instance, 


has been reduced from 1,000 to 680 
men. Cavalry has been mechanized 
into a modem scouting or skirmish- 
ing force. An anti-tank regiment 
has been added. Fire powers of ar- 
tillery and machine guns has been 
greatly increased. 
Enough trans- 


port will be provided to carry at 
least half the divisional personnel. 


Every rifle battalion, it is under- 


stood, will possess 52 light Bren ma- 
chine guns in addition to those of 
the three machine gun battalions 
proper. Ten of these will be mount- 
ed on armored carriers. 


The artillery will fire the new 25- 


pounder gun-howitzer instead of the 
old 18-pounder. There will be no 
tank battalions. 


The division thus will consist of 


a mechanized cavalry regiment; 12 
batteries of field artillery; an anti- 
tank battalion; three field com- 
panies, and a field park company of 
engineers and three companies of 
signals. 


Smaller Than In 1914. 


The total manpower of the 1939 


divisions—16,000 of all ranks—will 
be 4,000 less than of the 1914 one. 
It will offer a smaller target while 
being able to direct a far heavier 
fire on the enemy. The units which 
comprise it have been drawn from 
coast to coast One of them, the 
Twenty-second Regiment of Mont- 
real—the famous "Van Doos," who
